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Introduction 


This report is a continuation of Progress Report No. l, distri- 
buted February 15, 1960. Progress Report No. 2 has been prepared in 
order to indicate the steps which have been taken since February and 
to list the study projects which have been approved for 1960-61. 


In the first Progress Report, the nature of the legislation which 
established the Special Study Project for Gifted Children was described, 
and the actions taken by the Office of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction in administering the legislation were discussed. In summary, 
House Bill 58 provides for reimbursement of local school districts for 
part of the salaries of qualified psychological examiners or consultants 
who are employed in study projects approved under the rules of the Office 
of the Superintendent of Public Instruction. The statement of purposes 
of this legislation from Progress Report No. 1 is repeated below: 


The intent of this legislation as interpreted is to secure 
data, information and recommendations to assist the General Assembly 
to determine (1) whether permanent legislation to assist districts 
in providing for gifted children is needed and desired, (2) the 
nature of such proposed legislation (if desired), (3) whether State 
funds should be appropriated for implementing such educational 
programs, (4) a proposed plan for determining and allocating such 
funds (if desired), and (5) how a state-wide plan might be developed 
of value to districts of various sizes with flexibility to meet 
different educational and socio-economic patterns. 


The State Advisory Committee, appointed by the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction to assist in planning and recommending policy, has 
carried on a survey of the current status of programs and provisions 
for gifted children in Illinois schools. Some of the results of this 
survey, which included both questionnaire and interview data, were 
presented in Progress Report No. l. 
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
